S.0.887(E).— in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 

V 

14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), the Central Government hereby exempts 
M/s Bhabha Atomic Research Centre, Mumbai from the operation of the provisions of 
rule 76, sub-rule (1) of rule 87, and sub-rule (1) of rule 113 of the Explosives Rules 
1983, for possession, transportation, manufac{ure, handling, testing and use etc. of 
RDX, HMX, PETN, TNT, PEK, Detonators, Detonating Fuse and any other such 
authorized explosives, manufactured by any defence organisation and development of 
new explosives for the purpose of classified Research and Development Project in 
their establishment at Kalyan, near Village Khoni, (Maharashtra State) subject to the 
following conditions; - 

1. the facilities permitted are shown in the layout and construction plan 
submitted by them to the Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry bearing the seal of the Government of 
India, Department of Explosives. Any addition or alteration in the existing 
facility should be made subject to final approval of Bhabha Atomic Research 
Centre Safety Council in pursuance of provisions laid down under the 
Explosives Act, 1884 and Rules framed thereunder. The aforementioned 
modification or alterations shall be intimated to the Chief Controller of 
Explosives, Nagpur. In such case, Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety 
Council shall ensure that the establishment inter-distances and the outside 
safety distances shown on the approved plan for all the buildings shall at all 
time be maintained in respect of each building; 

2. the processes to be carried on in each part of the establishment, the place at 
which each such process will be earned out the limitations as to the 
description and quantity of Explosives, ingredients and articles liable to 
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spontaneous ignition or flammable or otherwise dangerous to be allowed in 
each building are shown in approved drawings submitted to the Department 
of Industrial Policy and Promotion, Ministry of Commerce and Industry and 
that all operations shall be as per the stipulations provided in writing by 
Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety Council, Mumbai and that a copy of 
the same shall be available at the respective building; 

3. the activities concerning development of new explosives and connected 
research activities shall be carried out only in Research Laboratory (RL) and 
the explosives so developed shall be established in pursuance of provisions 
laid down under Rule 6 of Explosives Rules, 1983 and approved by the 
Bhabha \tomic Research Centre Safety Council! The Bhabha Atomic 
Research Centre Safety Council shall complete all formalities required under 
rule 6 of the aforesaid rules and shall apply to the Chief Controller of 
explosives regarding inclusion of the new explosives in the authorized list of 
explosives; 

4. all testing of explosives and ingredients shall be carried out in the laboratory 
provided for the purpose in the establishment; 

5. the interior of the compartments of the buildings in which explosives are 
handled or manufactured and the fittings therein (other than machinery) shall 
be so constructed or so lined and covered as to prevent the exposure of any 
iron or steel or the detaching of any grit, iron, steel or similar substance, in 
such manner as to come in contact with any explosives. The interior of such 
compartments shall always be kept clean and free from grit; 

6. each machinery in the buildings of the Establishment shall be properly and 
efficiently earthed; 

7. no iron or steel implements shall be used in manufacture without special 
authorization from the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety Council, 
Mumbai and otherwise only copper, brass, gun metal, wooden tools or of non- 
sparking material are permissible;

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8. the explosives as manufactured shall be used without delay or packed and 
stored in a safe manner at the appropriate place in the establishment; 

no w'ork not directly connected with the possession, transportation, 
manufacture, development, handling, testing and use of explosives shall be 
carried out in any part of the establishment; 

VO, the total quantity of explosives including that in the process of manufacture or 
use in any part of the establishment shall not exceed the quantity specified in 
the approved drawings; 

11. due provision shall be made by appropriate means for preventing the 
introduction into the danger area of the establishment of fire, Lucifer matches 
or any substance or article likely to cause explosion or fire; but this condition 
shall not prevent the introduction of an artificial light of such construction, 
position or character as not to cause any danger of fire or explosion; 

12. no person under 18 years of age and no person who is in a state of intoxication 
shall be employed or allowed to enter the establishment and no intoxicating 
substance shall be brought therein; 

13. the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre, Mumbai at their own expense shall 
provide adequate security arrangements for the establishment duly approved 
by the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety Council, Mumbai; 

14. the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre, Mumbai shall keep proper record and 
accounts of all explosives purchased, manufactured and used and of all stocks 
in hand in appropriate forms and exhibit the stock books and records to the 
Safety Council of Bhabha Atomic Research Centre; 

15. sweepings, cuttings and shavings from compartments or buildings in which 
explosives are manufactured or handled shall be carefully collected in a 
covered bin and destroyed at regular intervals under proper supervision at the 
burning pit provided for the purpose; 
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16. all persons employed in or about the said establishment shall take due 
precautions for the prevention of accidents by fire or explosion in the 
establishment and for preventing unauthorized persons from having access to 
the Establishment or to the explosives therein and shall abstain from any act 
what so ever which tends to cause fire or explosion and is not reasonably 
necessary for the purpose of work in the establishment; 

17. building of the said Establishment in which any explosive is manufactured 
stored, handled or tested shall be protected efficiently against lightning and the 
lightning conductor shall be tested at least once in every year by the 
establishment and records shall be maintained and the test results shall be 
produced on demand to the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety Council. 
The resistance of lightning conductor shall npt exceed 10 ohms. 

18. the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre, Mumbai shall appoint qualified and 
competent scientists in charge to supervise operation of manufacture, 
handling, testing in the premises and to conduct the operations in accordance 
with the regulations and stipulations; 

19. if the Chairman of the Safety Council calls upon Bhabha Atomic Research 
Centre, by notice in writing to execute any repairs or to make any additions or 
alterations to the said establishment or machinery, tools or apparatus which 
are in the opinion of such authority necessary for the safety of the premises or 
of the persons working in the said establishment, the Bhabha Atomic 
Research Centre shall execute the repairs, additions and alteration within the 
specified period; 

20. before repairs are done to any building or part thereof, the same shall, as far as 
practicable be cleaned by the removal of all explosives or ingredients thereof 
and by thorough washing and after such cleaning, the conditions of this 
exemption order shall cease to apply to such buildings or part thereof until the 
same is again brought into use;

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21. accidents by fire or explosion and shortages or theft of explosives shall be 
reported without delay to the Bhabha Atomic Research Centre Safety Council 
and the Officer incharge of the nearest Police Station. The Bhabha Atomic 
Research Centre Safety Council shall keep the Chief Controller of Explosives, 
Nagpur informed about the investigations.
